Eight ways to reduce 
mileage of city trucks 


On the eve of nation-wide gasoline ra- 
tioning, the American Municipal Asso- 
ciation issued a special report last week 
listing eight methods by which munici- 
palities can reduce mileage of city owned 
and operated trucks and automobiles. 

The eight methods, recommended to 
aid local mileage administrators in their 
supervision of programs for reducing 
municipal mileage, are: Strict control of 
all municipally owned cars in a_ pool 
arrangement; detailed studies of the 
avtomotive equipment and of possible 
reductions in its use; rerouting regularly 
scheduled service trips, use of other than 
automotive modes of transportation; take 
some municipally owned cars out of serv- 
ice; less police car cruising; reduction of 
volume of many services such as garbage 
collection; and listing of privately owned 
cars in public service for preferred mile- 
age only where absolutely necessary. 


Albert Kahn Dies 


America’s best known industrial archi- 
tect and engineer, Albert Kahn, of De- 
troit, died at his home there on Dec. 1. 
He was 73 years old. 

Since 1939, when his firm received a 
design commission from the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks for naval and airbase 
work on the Pacific Islands, Mr. Kahn’s 
activities have continued at high pres- 
sure, and it is probable that this may 
have hastened his death. 

Largely self-taught, he early saw op- 
portunities in industrial building design- 
ing, neglected by most architects. His 
first major factory was in reinforced 
concrete for the Packard Motor Car Co. 
early in this century. He continued to 
serve this company for 39 years, the Ford 
Company for 34 years and Chrysler for 
18 years. He was also the designer of 
many General Motors factories and of 
the Fisher office building in Detroit. 
Lately he had turned out many struc- 
tures for the aviation industry. One of 
his most famous commissions was with 
the Soviet government, for which he built 
over 500 industrial plants. 


Big kiln features cement plant expansion 


This kiln, said to be one of the largest of its 
kind in the United States, is part of a $2,000,-

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Substitutes listed for 
metal heating ducts 


Materials that may be substituted for 
galvanized and tinned sheet iron in the 
fabrication of heating ducts are now on 
the market, but certain precautions 
should be observed when using them, 
according to S. H. Ingberg, chief of the 
fire resistance section, National Bureau 
of Standards. 

Particularly in the case of hot air sup- 
ply ducts, only materials that are classi- 
fied as “incombustible” or “fire retard- 
ant” are acceptable, and of the latter 
classification, the material should not 
be carried within 6 ft. of heating plants 
if liquid or solid fuels are used. Close 
to the furnace an “incombustible” duct 
is necessary. For return ducts this dis- 
tance need be no greater than 3 ft. 

To be 100 percent acceptable to the 
trade, Mr. Ingberg said, a substitute 
material should be capable of being 
worked with the same tools and tech- 
nique as are used for sheet metal. For 
this reason, thin, pliable sheets have 
found favor. although some of the rigid 
boards may have superior structural 
strength and durability. . 

“Cement-asbestos boards have many 
commendable characteristics, but their 
fabrication is somewhat complicated, 
and metal fittings are usually required,” 
Mr. Ingberg’s report said. “If metal is 
not ruled out altogether, pickled iron 
sheets coated with a high melting point 
compound of fatty acid pitch containing 
a high percentage of inert mineral filler, 


are now available. The coating on the« 
sheets is covered with mica dust tha 
gives them a gray color and a “greasy” 
feel. The technique of fabrication is thy 
same as for galvanized iron, except that 
preparation for soldering requires re 
moval of the coating from the areas | 
be joined.” 


System of fire cisterns 
protects rural villages 


A county-wide system of fire cisterns. 
now under construction in Kenosha 
County, Wis., is expected to assure fir 
protection for rural communities, accord! 
ing to the American Municipal Associa 
tion. 

Three cisterns, each having a capacity 
of 24,000 gallons, have been completed. 
and 15 more are under construction or 
planned. The reservoirs, one to a village, 
are placed in areas where buildings are 
grouped. With 1,000 to 1,500 feet of 
hose available, it is believed possible to 
protect all points of a community by 
pumping directly from one of these 
cisterns. ; 

Built of reinforced concrete, the cis- 
terns are completely underground, with 
only manhole covers visible. Some of 
them are built close to wells from which 
they may be replenished, and_ others 
utilize run-off water from nearby build: 
ings. 

Cost to date, including supply and 
overflow pipes, has been $3,416 per unit 
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Greatest immediate importance to con- 
¢ruction and engineering firms of the 
President’s new executive order giving 
increased authority over manpower to 
War Manpower Commissioner Paul Mc- 
Nutt lies in the regularization of the 
Selective Service System which is ex- 
pected to result. 

Abolition of voluntary enlistment in 
the armed forces in itself will make for 
more stable employee groups. On the 
other hand, some employers may find 
their staffs cut into more deeply because 
the Navy will now obtain its men 
through Selective Service. Since the 
Navy requires a higher percentage of 
skilled men than the Army, this will 
result in calls for men of particular 
kills. Thus, expansion of the Seebees 
may mean that Selective Service boards 
will be told to draft a certain number 
of men with construction experience. 


New consistency seen 


An effect that may be felt, gradually, 
's greater consistency in the decisions 
on occupational deferment by different 
local draft boards. Theoretically, for in- 
stance, construction is recognized as a 
war-essential industry, but different 
hoards are quite likely to decide dif- 
ferently about the deferment of men do- 
ing the same sort of work. This incon- 
sistency has been the basis of most of 
the criticism directed to date at the 
Selective Service System, and McNutt 
intends to do something about it. 

One move in this direction is the man- 
ning table plan (ENR, Nov. 12, p. 667) 
under which the deferment problems of 
an employer’s .entire staff could be 
worked out in one coordinated program. 

Another possibility which has been 
discussed in WMC is setting up groups of 
professional personnel men to decide 
occupational deferment questions _ in- 
stead of the present local draft boards. 

Aside from the assignment to McNutt’s 
commission of full control over Selective 
Service, the most significant feature of 
the new executive order is a clause per- 
mitting McNutt to require that all em- 
ployers do their hiring through the U. S. 
Employment Service and to require that 
any employer, on request, release any 
of his employees who are more urgently 
needed somewhere else. 

Neither of these procedures is ex- 
pected to affect construction, McNutt’s 
intention is to use his power selectively, 
requiring centralized hiring only in crit- 
ical labor-shortage areas and in critical 
industries. There are few, if any, severe

labor shortages in construction, and the 
industry is expected actually to be lay- 
ing off men in the coming year. It is 
possible that a few construction employ- 
ers might find themselves asked to lay 
off certain men to permit them to go back 
into farm occupations or into shipyard 
construction. 


No legal compulsion 


The executive order makes no provi- 
sion for direct compulsion on the indi- 
vidual worker to take a particular war 
job. Such compulsion would probably 
require legislation, and plans for intro- 
duction of national service legislation 
have been deferred at least until next 
spring and perhaps indefinitely. 

Farmers and farm workers for in- 
stance, under a recent order, will be 
drafted into the army—dependents or 
no—if they leave the farm without per- 
mission from their draft boards. Sim- 
ilarly, through the powers he has over 
employers, McNutt can make it prac- 
tically impossible for a man to get any 
job except the one McNutt thinks he 
ought to have. 


Inquiry fails to fix 
cause of form collapse 


A public inquest into the deaths of 
five workmen killed at Welland, Ontario. 
recently, when formwork for a reinforced 
concrete roof at the Atlas Steel Ltd., 
plant collapsed (ENR, Dee. 3, p.- 755) 
while concrete was being placed, last 
week resulted in an open verdict. 

The jury said it was unable to deter- 
mine the cause of the collapse, but noted 
that two construction officials had sug- 
gested that the struts supporting the 
formwork had been tampered with. 
Jurymen recommended that in the fu- 
ture constant watch be kept on all such 
work in all important construction proj- 


ects. 


Road bureau liable for 
failure to take over road 


The Supreme Court of Mississippi re- 
cently affirmed the finding of a county 
court that the state highway commission 
is liable for expenses incurred by a con- 
tractor for maintaining a road _ project 
after the date the commission was due 
to have taken over the project. 

The case was that of the highway com- 
mission versus Martin Wunderlich, in 
which the commission allegedly had 
failed to procure right-of-way for a bridge 
until half the contract time elapsed.

Emergency water tanks guard against air raids 


The intensive enemy air raids on London and 
other British cities during late 1939 and early 
1940 taught many defensive /essons—more im- 
portant among them being the need for an 
immediate, uninterrupted flow of water to aid 
firemen in fighting bomb-sta:ted blazes. 

The British answer to the problem has been 
installation of static water storage tanks like 
those shown above, placed wherever bombs or

In the London area alone, more than 
180,000,000 gallons of water are stored in 
this manner—most of the tanks located where 
they can be replenished from nearby streams 
or other sources of supply. 

Each of these tanks hole's 22,000 gallons, and 
placing of all the reservoirs in the area entailed 
laying of about 180 miles of piping.

CCC Camp Becomes Construction Quarters 


A contract for a large number of 
buildings to be erected quickly in a 
rural area already drained of manpower 
and congested with workers on other 
construction, made it necessary to take 
unusual action to secure, house, feed 
and transport workers. Other jobs in 
the area were using 15,000 to 17,000 
workmen absorbing practically every 
available laborer and mechanic within 
a large radius. Almost all available 
housing facilities for 60 miles around 
the site had been taken, and virtually 
every available independent bus was 


contracted to transport men to and 
from cities and villages as far as 50 
miles away. 

The contractors for the new work 
first made a house-to-house canvass of 
all farm and village homes within 20 
miles of the site, Many persons who 
had previously declined to rent extra 
bedrooms were persuaded to do so in 
the emergency, but this intensive survey 
produced accommodations for only a 
few hundred men. Job trucks were fitted 
with removable benches and tarpaulin 
sides and tops for worker transport.

cause of tight lumber supply picture 


Lumber Survey Commitee's 46th quarterly report lists lack of 
Woodsmen as first cause of shortage; finds stocks and cut below 1941 


The problem of obtaining sufficient 
manpower to do the initial work in the 
woods was seen last week as the major 
problem in the lumber industry’s at- 
tempt to keep up with an ever increasing 
demand for lumber products. 

The conclusion was a part of the 46th 
quarterly report on lumber movement, 
consumption, stocks and anticipated con- 
sumption submitted to the Secretary of 
the Interior by the Lumber Survey Com- 
mittee. Pointing out that war production 
programs call for increasing replace- 
ment of steel with lumber in many here- 
tofore unlikely places, the committee 
said “existing sawmills can produce lum- 
ber in excess of the present war and 
essential civilian requirements, with suf- 
ficient manpower and operating equip- 
ment.” 

Estimated lumber consumption for the 
first nine months of 1942 is about 12 
percent greater than for the correspond- 
ing period of 1941. Lumber consumptior 
for the year is expected to total 38.5 
billion feet, or 12 percent more than for 
the complete year of 1941. Military and 
defense plant construction, war housing 
and building repair—including farm 
storage—account for more than half of 
the estimated requirements for this year. 

During the first three quarters of 1942, 
lumber was 15. percent 
above lumber production and imports. 

Estimated lumber production and im- 
ports during 1942 are in excess of 33.5 
billion feet. To meet requirements for 
the year, about 1.8 billion feet will have 
been drawn from mill inventories, about 
2.6 billion feet from retail yard inven- 
tories about 0.6 of a billion feet 
from industrial and distributors’ 
inventories. 

“Loss of manpower, particularly in 
the woods. has been and continues to be 
the principal factor in retarding lumber 
production.” the committee said. “The 
manpower deficiency is estimated at ap- 
proximately 14 percent. To meet war 
requirements for lumber, additional la- 
bor is needed, or more hours of labor.” 

Estimated mill stocks on Sept. 30, 
1942, were 4.537 million feet, 9 percent 
below the figure of June 30, 1942, and 
29 percent below September 30, 1941. 

In its recommendations, the commit- 
tee said: 

“Freezing is a dangerous form of lum- 
ber limitation. Most lumber mills have 
to keep their products moving. Many 
have not the piling room and many 
more have not the working capital to 
carry unsold stocks. Control by freezing

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will retard production. It should be dis- 
continued as soon as a constructive lum- 
ber limitation plan can be determined. 
Criticizing the approach to the prob- 
lem of lumber distribution, the committee 
said the problem has not been solved. It 
called the latest limitation order, which 
reserves nearly all Douglas fir grown on 
the west side of the Cascade Mountains 
for the Corps of Engineers, an “expedi- 
ent.” It added that in the Douglas fir 
region, large inventories usually built 
up in September and October, are ex- 
pected to be less than half of the aver- 
age for the past five years. Not having 
an adequate inventory to carry through 
the usual winter period, when logging is 
slowed by weather conditions, many 
mills may close, committeemen added. 
With current manpower shortages in 
other industries, it will be difficult to 
hold the crews of such mills intact for 
resumption of operations. This is a 
crucial problem. It could be promptly 
and substantially relieved if the Cana- 
dian ban on log exports were to be 


lifted. 





TRAFFIC on the Pennsylvania Turnpike 
dropped 50 percent during the month 
of October, 1942, as compared to Octo- 
ber, 1941, according to the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike Commission.

Bar civil servant's right to strike 


In what was interpreted as a rebuke to the War Labor Board in its moves 
to assume jurisdiction over labor disputes between municipal governments and 
their employees (ENR, Nov. 19, p. 687), the New Jersey Civil Service Commis 
sion last week declared categorically that public employees had no right to strike. 


The declaration was made in a deci- 
sion upholding the right of the City of 
Newark to dismiss 15 employees in its 
garbage department, and to suspend 
50 others who had participated in a six- 
day work stoppage early this Fall. 

The strike was called off after the 
WLB intervened, at the request of Gov- 
ernor Edison, and one of its panels 
recommended reinstatement of the dis- 
missed and suspended employees. The 
full membership of WLB is expected to 
act on recommendations of the panel 
this week. Meantime all the strikers were 
reinstated. 

In upholding Newark’s contention that 
its employees had no right to strike, the 


commission’s opinion went on to say 

“In the whole scheme of government 
in this state there is no place for the 
settlement of differences which might 
arise between groups of departmental 
employees and the legally constituted 
officials in charge of such departments 
by way of strike. 

“Public employees have their right: 
as do other citizens, but in the ver 
nature of their employment, they mus 
forego some of the practises which priv: 
ate employees may exercise.” This, the 
commissioners asserted, was in retum 
for tenure and other protective features 
assured them in their employment ani 
for the public good.

After more than a quarter of a cen- 
wry of activity, the New York Zoning 
Committee last week voted to disband 
jormally at the end of the current year 
ecause it had “successfully accom- 
plished” the major purposes for which 
it was organized in 1916. o) 

The committee, an unofficial citizens’ 
organization, was formed to support the 
wning laws of New York City first 
passed in 1916, and to promote the prin- 
ciple of zoning and structural planning, 
then in its infancy. 

Once the committee had been organ- 
ied by Frederic N. Pratt, Lawson Purdy, 
Edward M. Bassett and Herbert S. Swan, 
it began giving advice on zoning matters 
throughout the state, and spreading the 
principle of zoning by all appropriate 
means to municipalities in other states. 

A statement announcing dissolution of 
the group said: 

“The committee concludes its efforts 
in the knowledge that the principle of 
ning now has been firmly established 
in the United States, and its major objec- 
tives soundly accomplished. The ending 
of its formal work is an event of more 
than local importance, since for nearly 
a generation the committee has exer- 
cised outstanding leadership in advanc- 
ing the principles of zoning throughout 


the nation.”

Planning Commission recently was given 
full authority to direct all aspects of city 
planning and make them effective. 

To assure proper direction of the new 
authority, granted by an amendment to 
the city’s charter last month, the commis- 
sion will have a paid director and staff 
of trained planners and engineers. All 
proposals of the city council and ad- 
ministrative departments—as well as 
those of semi-public agencies—involving 
any elements of city planning, must be 
submitted for recommendation of the 
commission before they can be carried 
out. Each year, the commission is to 
recommend a capital improvement budget 
for the following year, and make adjust- 
ments and recommendations and adjust- 
ments in connection with a comprehensive 
five-year capital improvements plan. 

The commission’s director and paid 
staff will be appointed under civil service 
procedures. 

Chicago adopts ordnance 

Chicago’s 23-year-old zoning ordinance 
was voted out of existence recently. and 


replaced by a new law that had been 
in preparation for the past four years. 


Under the former law, only five percent 
of the city was zoned for one- and two- 
family homes, with 95 percent of the 
municipal area zoned for revenue pro- 
ducing property. 

The new law sets aside 40 percent of 
the city’s area for single-family dwell- 
ings, and 15 percent for two-family 
homes. 

Included in the new ordinance are 
provisions that every apartment building 
must provide garage facilities based on 
the group needs of every three apart- 
ments; that theaters may not be con- 
structed unless there is adequate park- 
ing space for patrons within one block. 


Urge new Connecticut- 
New York highway 


Meeting at Bridgeport, Conn.. last 
week, the Fairfield County Planning As- 
sociation went on record in favor of 
tentative plans for construction of a new 
6-lane highway to be built through Fair- 
field County to connect with the existing 
Pelham-Port Chester (New York) 
Parkway. 

The proposed highway would accom- 
modate trucks and other commercial ve- 
hicles as well as pleasure cars, the asso- 
ciation said, and will be built as a part 
of a postwar program to relieve the Post 
Roed traffic situation.

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Meeting for the second time outside 
{ Washington in the 22 years of its 
yictory, and for the first time west of 
re Mississippi River, the Highway Re- 
warch Board held three days of well 
attended sessions at the Statler Hotel 
in St. Louis, Dec. 14.

WPB lifts ban on bridge 
work in Connecticut 


William J. Cox, Connecticut State 
Highway Commissioner, announced last 
week that a recent War Production 
Board ban on work on two bridges un- 
der construction by his department 
(ENR, Dec. 3, p. 755) had been lifted. 

Commissioner Cox said that WPB of- 
ficials had been apprised of the fact that 
only a relatively small amount of work 
remains to be done on the New London- 
Groton and Hartford-Eastern bridges, 
and countermanded the earlier order 
halting the work in order to permit the 
arteries to be put in service. 

Cox had said when the order was first 
announced that the New London Bridge 
will be ready for service within a few 
weeks—as soon as workmen complete 
riveting steel, placing the concrete deck 
and sidewalks, and do cleanup work. 
The bridge at Hartford was opened last 
September, and work subject to the stop 
order is on one of the several approaches.

JURISDICTIONAL disputes in the construc- 
tion industry will not be greatly affected 
by the CIO-AFL agreement worked out 
last week under which disputes between 
the two labor bodies will be referred to 
a joint committee and, if necessary, to 
an impartial arbiter. Most disputes over 
jurisdiction in construction arise among 
AFL unions and are not affected by 
the new agreement. There have been 
some disputes between AFL unions and 
United Construction Workers, formerly 
a CIO union. The UCW, however, is now 
affliated with John L. Lewis’s United 
Mine Workers and is not expected to 
consider itself bound by the agreement. 


CONSTRUCTION of pavement and bridges 
on the highway between Paulding City 
and Defiance, Ohio, has been ordered 
halted by the War Production Board, in 
furtherance of its program of cutting 
down the volume of construction. 


SEVERAL types of construction, already 
controlled in other ways, have been ex- 
empted from the terms of the construc- 
tion limitation order, L-41. Construction 
of railroad tracks, for which permission 
must be obtained anyway from WPB’s 
transportation equipment division, is ex- 
empted, though other railway structures 
are still covered. Construction of facili- 
ties by the communications industry is 
also exempted from L-41 because it is 
already regulated under P-130 and 132. 


New construction activity in the conti- 
nental United States is expected to de- 
cline to about $7.3 billion in 1943, as 
compared with a preliminary estimate 
ot $14 billion in 1942, Secretary of 
Labor Frances Perkins reported last 
week. Private construction is expected 
to drop from an estimated $3.4 billion 
in 1942 to about $1.4 billion in 1943. 
Construction financed from public funds, 
although not expected to decline so 
sharply, is forecast at $5.9 billion in 1943 
as compared with $10.6 billion in 1942. 





T. D. Boucuarp, minister of roads 
for the province of Quebec, Canada, 
has announced that New York State 
authorities plan construction of a short 
section of the Montreal-New York high- 
way across the border, uniting the Ca- 
nadian section of the highway to New 
York Route No. 9. The cost of the sec- 
tion is $132,000, and work will be un- 
dertaken by New York state as soon as 
permission is received from war con- 
struction agencies. 
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Navy account of Pearl Harbor damage 


notes quick aid of construction men 


Story of Jap sneak attack credits Naval and civilian engineers 
and construction workers for work in repairing air-raid damage 


The Navy Department account of 
damage incurred a year ago in the sur- 
prise attack on Pearl Harbor is devoted 
principally to telling how “aircraft tem- 
porarily disabled every battleship and 
most of the aircraft in the Hawaii area” 
and how “other naval vessels, both com- 
bat and auxiliary, were put out of ac- 
tion.” 

Damage to shore installations and the 
sinking of a large floating drydock were 
only incidentally mentioned. Yet the 
repair of these facilities was a necessary 
prerequisite to the repair of the fight- 
ing vessels of the fleet. 

On Dec. 7, 1941, when Japanese bombs 
started to fall on Pearl Harbor, the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks was carry- 
ing on a major construction program 
ir that area. Immediately upon receiv- 
ing news of the attack, the Bureau 
placed at the disposal of the command- 
ant of the 14th Naval District all per- 
sonnel, machinery, and supplies of the 
contracting organizations 
der its cognizance. 

Literally before the bombs stopped 
falling, civilian employees of the Navy 
itself and of its contractors were at 
vork repairing craters, fighting fires, 
removing debris and erecting emergency 
shelters against shrapnel and bomb 
splinters. One contractor, the Turner 
Construction Co., mobilized 1,200 men 
and all available trucks for this purpose. 

The work of salvaging and rehabili- 
tation of shore structures and services 
ranged all the way from filling in bomb 
craters in roads and airfield runways, 
and the replacement of broken glass in 
buildings on up to the virtual rebuild- 
ing of badly damaged airplane hangars. 
Water, sewage and electric systems sus- 
tained considerable damage, but

under normal conditions was accom- 
plished while the raid was. still in 
progress. 

Although damage to ships bulked 


larger than that to shore installations, 
repair of the latter posed the more im- 
mediately urgent problem. Emergency 
water, air, gas, and electric lines had 
to be rigged. Emergency power plants 
had to be brought to the scene. Scat- 
tered shelters for airplane protections 
had to be built with the greatest speed 
to accommodate air reinforcements ar- 
riving from the United States and to be 
prepared for additional attacks that 
might come. 
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The subsequent pressure of work on 
the Hawaiian public works department 
has been intensified by the job of in- 
stalling new protective devices whose 
necessity was revealed by the raid. More- 
over, additional repair facilities 
have had to be built at Hawaii to handle 
ships damaged in the Midway, Coral Sea, 
and other Pacific battles.

A class of candidates enters the school 
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Engineer School. 

Much time and effort is devoted to 
te-ting the leadership ability of the 
candidate. Most of these tests are prac- 
tical, involving leading and organizing 
one or more platoons in a field operation 
such as bridging, reconnaissance, long 
marches, or close order drill. Candidates 
also may serve as officer of the day in 
their battalions. Men are rated for intelli- 
gence, initiative, force, judgment, han- 
dling of men, physical activity, physical 
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The remainder of the twelve weeks js 
spent in intensive work and study. 

Instruction covers about forty different 
subjects, ranging all the way from basic 
work in Army administration and funda. 
mentals of training, through the use and 
care of weapons, to essential engineering 
subjects such as bridges, demolitions, 
camouflage, water supply and_ heavy 
equipment. All these subjects are taught 
from a practical rather than a theoretical 
aspect, 

The candidate is given every assistance 
to help him complete the course suc. 
cessfully. In case he is below passing 
in either his academic courses or leader- 
ship after the fourth or eighth week, the 
Director may recommend he be given 
additional special training to correct his 
deficiency, -provided he shows promise 
otherwise. 

Any officer candidate who has had 
engineering training or experience and 


can apply himself to study should have 
no trouble in passing the academic part 
of the course. It is not a requirement, 
however, that a man must have engineer- 
ing education or experience to qualify 


for the Engineer Officer Candidate 
School. Due to the practical nature of

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the work the average minimum require- 
ments for successfully passing the aca- 
jemic subjects seem to be: a high school 
education. ability to apply mathematics 
through simple algebra and geometry, 
ability to study, and a conscientious 
attitude. 

‘ After successfully completing the 
course the officer candidate is graduated 
and commissioned a second lieutenant in 
the U. s. Army. 


Qualifications listed 


With the exception of selectees deferred 
for dependents only (class 3A) officer 
candidates are chosen from among Se- 
jective Service registrants who have been 
inducted, or from among other enlisted 
men. 

Before attending a school, they must 
serve a minimum of three months as 
enlisted men, must be of good charac- 
ter and score above 110 on the Army 
General Classification Test. 

If a man meets these requirements, he 
submits a letter of application to his 
company commander giving a first and 
second choice of army officer candidate 
schools, 

Men in 3A are given the opportunity of 
volunteering for induction in order to 
compete for selection as officer candi- 
dates. If the volunteer officer candidate is 
unsuccessful during the process, he has 
the privilege of requesting relief from 
active service. 


Lowdown on Shutdowns

Last summer reports were being 
heard all over the country of war plants 
shutting down because of lack of ma- 
terials. Now once more similar reports 
are in circulation. 

But there’s a difference; this time the 
shutdowns are not directly caused by 
material shortages, but are deliberate— 
the result of contract cancellations or 
slowdown instructions from Washing- 
ton. Military secrecy forbids publica- 
tion of most of the reports, but some 
are public property—e.g. cancellation 
of construction of Continental Ordnance’s 
$45,000,000 tank-armor plant (ENR, 
Dec. 3, p. 755), slowed expansion of 
the Wabash River ordnance plant, can- 
cellation of Nash-Kelvinator’s cargo 
plane contract, and cutting of many 
shell contracts in the Chicago area. 

The fact is that the present shutdowns 
are evidence that the military chiefs 
and the production chiefs have learned 
the lessons of last summer’s shutdowns. 

That lesson is that even America’s 
resources are limited. And the corrolary 
is that setting of unattainable production 
goals may be good psychology, but it’s 
mighty bad engineering; it interferes 
with planning for maximum production 


when only a limited supply is available. 

Applying the lesson, however, is not 
a mere matter of slashing all produc- 
tion - goals horizontally. Choices have 
to be made. Tank schedules, for in- 
stance, are being deeply cut, as are the 
associated armor plate and parts pro- 
grams. Plans for shell production—in 
many sizes—are being reduced. Mean- 
while, aircraft production plans are be- 
ing scaled down much less. (Donald Nel- 
son’s announcement that next year’s 
plane output will double this 
amounts to a moderate reduction in 
the original 1943 quota.) Schedules for 
1943 output of merchant ships and light 
naval vessels may even increase. 

These shifts are beginning to become 
visible in current contract cancellations. 
They will be much clearer upon the 
completion of a revision of the master 
priorities directive, changing the rela- 
tive standing of different end-products, 
which is now underway. Manufacturers 
generally will then see the result in 
wholesale re-rating of their contracts. 

Until a few months ago the military, 
naturally enough, wanted to hedge all 
their bets. 

The first clear sign of the new de- 
cision was the reduction in the Army 
objective from something over 13,000,- 
000 men to 9,500,000. The second was 
the African offensive. And the current 
reorientation of production goals is the 
third.

This Week on the Scrap Front 


The nation needs scrap metal—17,000,000 net tons of it—by Dec. 31 of this 
year to enable the steel mills to meet the heavy demands of a rapidly expanding 
war industry. To get this scrap from its resting place in junk yards, contractors’ 
lots and city storage yards, to the mills, is a job which the engineering and con- 


struction industry can do well. Here are some of the developments of last week: cae 


In spite of statements that steel mills 
are “resting easy,” and that scrap deal- 
ers are overstocked, the fact remains 
that most of the non-recurring scrap 
has gone into armament shipped abroad, 
according to Lessing J. Rosenwald, di- 
rector, Conservation Division, and H. G. 
Batcheller, director, Steel Division, War 
Production Board. 

Consequently, the problem of getting 
required iron and steel scrap for next 
year will entail a deeper penetration 
than ever of the dormant scrap resources 
of industry, of the farm and of heavier 
household metals. 

Current mill inventories of scrap are 
not to satisfy probable 
future demands, and the situation could 
easily become acute again in less than 
a week, the officials said. 

The two men added that government 
stockpiles will be established if the time 
when scrap dealers cannot 
handle the flow of salvaged materials 
through the mill. The stockpiles would 
be insurance against any scrap shortage 
that might develop.
